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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Interpretation 

Claims 1-5 have been interpreted as method claims; applicant must identify the 
category of invention, such as "A method of making a....". 

The title "sports water bag" is deemed merely descriptive and has not been given 
patentable weight in claims 1-5. 



Specification 

The prior art patents cited in the specification appear to have at least two 
numbers transposed or are incorrectly cited; please provide an amendment citing the 
correct patent numbers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-5 do not set forth a statutory category of invention. 

In claim 2, it is unclear what is meant by the term "cave" - see claim 2, lines 5 

and 7. 
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Claim 2 does not set forth molding a plurality of connectors, therefore the use of 
"molds" is unclear. 

Claim 2 does not set forth the invention in positive manipulative steps, but rather 
uses vague relative terms; positive terms such as "providing a manufacturing mold" is 
suggested throughout. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fentress, 
USP 2,561,351. 

The cited reference teaches providing a threaded hose 45 within a mold 61,62 
such that the mold clamps an end of the hose therein. Liquid plastic material is injected 
around the hose to form an integral connection. See col. 5, line 60 to col. 5, line 25; 
figure 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
